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PAYING FOR SEIZED SHIPS 
W hen the United States declared war 
against Germany in the spring of 19 17 , it 
seized a large number of German mer­ 
chant bottoms interned in American har­ 
bors. 
Most of the ships required consider­ 
able overhauling before they went to sea 
with the Stars and Stripes snapping at 
their peaks. 
The 
conditioning 
of the 
Leviathan (The Fatherland) cost a great 
sum. 
For years the former German liners 
have been operated by the American gov­ 
ernment or American 
interests 
through 
purchase or through allocation for man­ 
agem ent and operation. 
None of the lin­ 
ers was turned back to Germany after the 
Armistice. 
Most of the American people are sur­ 
prised to learn that the German claims, 
consequent upon the 
official 
seizures, 
have not been fully settled. 
In the last 
few days it has been announced that the 
war claims arbiter has made aw^ards to­ 
taling $7 4,243,000 for ninety-four ships. 
The principal claimant is the Hamburg- 
. German Lloyd line, which is to receive 
$27 ,311,000. 
Aw ards for individual ships under their 
German names include: Fatherland, $13,- 
6 8 8 ,000; Kronprinzessin Cecilie, $2,237 ,- 
000; 
Kaiser 
W ilhelm 
II, 
$3,8 29 ,000; 
George W ashington, $3,8 51,000; America, 
$2,9 7 9 ,000 ; 
Cincinnati, 
$2,38 7 ,000 ; 
K oenig W ilhelm II, $1,358 ,000. 
Some of 
the reconditioned German liners came into 
this port as transports bringing soldiers 
from overseas in the spring and summer 
of 19 19 . 
They 
wore 
their 
American 
names. 
Their fittings as liners de luxe 
were missing 
as the 
objective 
was to 
transport as many soldiers as possible on 
each trip. 
In deciding on the 
awards 
the 
war 
claims arbiter says that ‘‘neither the Ger­ 
m an governm ent nor any member of the 
form er ruling fam ily had at the time of 
taking any interest in any of the ves­ 
sels” except “ a small interest in one ves­ 
sel.” 
This is another w^ay of saying that 
the Hohenzollern fam ily is not to share 
in the moneys to he paid by the United 
States government. 
In cases where the 
German government or its former ruling 
fam ily claim an interest, the award is not 
paid, hut is set against reparations due 
this country. 
German ships seized in American* poi is 
had been interned during the period w^hen 
the United States w^as a neutral. 
They 
w^ere not in the class of craft seized in 
w'ar. They 'svere the property of merchant 
marine interests wdio w'ould have been su­ 
prem ely foolish to have risked them on 
the high seas after the declaration of 
Avar. 
They w’ere seem ingly in the custody 
of a friend for safe keeping. 
If the Unit­ 
ed States were to refuse payment on these 
seized vessels the loss would fall, not on 
the governm ent of Germany, but on Ger­ 
man citizens who 
were 
caught in the 
maelstrom of a w^ar declared by their gov­ 
ernment. 
J ust w’hy the United States has been tak­ 
ing its time in paying for the ships is not 
apparent. 
Since the ships were to be 
paid for, unnecessary delay has w’orked a , 
great hardship on the German merchant 
marine 
interests. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
Am erican policy of postponing its pay­ 
ments, the German merchant marine has 
been achieving an astonishing progress, 
as witness the Europa and the Bremen, 
the swiftest merchantmen 
on the high 
seas.

YHE RESULTS OF FARM RELIEF 
ïn 
October, 
19 29 , the Federal Farm 
Efrard announced that in its opinion agri­ 
cultural prices were too 
low and that it 
would make 
loans 
to 
cooperatives on 
^ 
wheat held off the inarket at the rate of 
*S1.]8 per bushel at Chicago and $1.25 at 
M inneapolis and on 
at an average 
^ 


price of 16 cents per pound in various 


southern markets. 
W hen the price of 
w'heat sagged far below the lending rate 


the P^arm Board formed a stabilization to 
buy the w^heat held by the cooperatives 


with 
government funds 
and thus save 
them from loss. 


Last February, w^hen the price of w-heat 
broke below a dollar, the stabilization 
corporation went directly into the market 
and with more government money bought 
large quantities of grain, with no other 
purpose than to take it off the market 
and boost the price. 
It is said that at 
least 50,000,000 bushels of last year’s 
w heat are still in the hands of the cor­ 
poration. 
Meantime, the new crop is com­ 
ing to the market, the St. Louis Post-Dis­ 
patch asserts. Recently the price of wheat 
dropped for a time to 8 8 cents, or 30 cents 
below the lending point fixed last year, 
w^hen the Farm Board decided that prices 
w^ere too lo w. 
Chairman Legge of the Farm Board jus­ 
tified the purchase of wheat on govern­ 
ment account as an em ergency measure. 
If an emergency existed in February and 
March a much greater one exists today, 
with w^heat selling at the lowest price in 
16 years. 
But Mr. Legge says that the 
Farm Board has no intention of financing 
the holding of this year’s crop, and that 
the cooperatives must obtain their funds 
from private sources. 
Fortunately, credit 
is more abundant and cheaper than it was 
at the last crop movement, but the farm­ 
ers will have to pay som ewhat more for 
private funds than they did for govern­ 
ment loans. 
The abandonment of the Farm Board’s 
original policy has brought a sharp pro­ 
test from Governor Reed of Kansas, who 
has demanded that the board purchase 
25,000,000 bushels of w heat in order to 
revive the market. 
Senator Connally of 
Texas at the same time cites the continu­ 
ed slump in prices as evidence of the fail­ 
ure of farm relief legislation and reiter­ 
ates his advocacy of expert debentures as 
the only w ay out of the trouble. 
It is 
clear that in its first year of operations the 
agricultural marketing act has failed to 
afford agriculture that measure of relief 
w^hich the country was led to expect. 
It 
is clear also that if the Farm Board was 
right in changing its policy for this year’s 
crops it w^as wu'ong in adopting a siiheme 
of government price-fixing last year. 
In 
the adoption of new plans its former poli­ 
cy will continually arise to plague^ it, as 
it is doing now in the case of wheat. In 
any case, in spite of the remedy pre­ 
scribed at the special session of congress, 
the farmer is in worse plight today than 
he w^as a year ago.

REFORMING OUR PRISONERS 


F ro m H a n n iba l Courier-Post. 


If an otherwise normal young man in 
a moment of forgetfulness, loses control 
of himself, the shorter his prison sentence, 
the better chance he has for reformation. 
This is the belief voiced by Newton D. 
Baker, former secretary of war, 
in 
a 
recent address before the Cleveland As­ 
sociation for criminal justice. 
Mr. Baker is not advocating abolish­ 
ment of punishment. 
He merely wants 
the proper amount of medicine to be given 
to cure the illness. 
Too much may be as 
harmful as too little. 
In soviet Russia, a man may go to jail 
for only 10 years. 
The government be­ 
lieves that if he hasn’t improved by the 
end of that period, prison isn’t going to 
make a man of him. 
The crowded conditions of prison insti­ 
tutions in America today make thought­ 
ful people consider the advisibility of such 
a course. 
A normal young man, and it is of such 
that Mr. Baker was speaking, is usually 
penitent when the deed is done. 
If given 
encouragement, most of such young men 
will resolve to play fair thereafter. 
But a man w’ho know’S that all his ambi­ 
tion to accomplish 
something 
must die 
slowiy dow’ii in corridors wiiere he w'aits, 
is going to become bitter. 
He will have 
no incentive. 
Intimate 
contact with 
the 
hardened, 
seasoned prisoners, those w^ho have com­ 
mitted outrageous crimes, and those who 
have a criminal tendency wiiich leads to 
repeated wTong doing, isn’t going to bene­ 
fit the noraml, repentant man.

dent Hoov er is using h is influence 
to keep a quorum of th e senate and 
a majority of supporters of th e Lon­

Treaty 
in attendance 
during th e special session conv en­ 
ing today to consider th e pact. 
In th is way, th e ch ief executiv e 
is taking steps to forestall th e prin­ 
cipal strategy of th e treaty’s foes, 
wh ich is to delay a v ote on ratifi­ 
cation and to fore an adjournment 
if at any time a quorum call fails 
to produce th e necessary 49 sena­ 
tors. 
At th e president’s beh est two ad­ 
ministration 
senators—Smoot 
of 
Utah , and Baird of New Jersey, are 
cutting sh ort th eir h onejunoons to 
be present, and a th ird, Robinson 
of Kentucky, h as altered prev ious 
plans. 
Smoot announced in Salt Lake 
city last nigh t th at h e h ad receiv ed 
a telegram from th e president urg­ 
ing h im to return to Wash ington, 
and th at, with h is bride, h e was 
h astening back to th e capital. 
Baird cabled th e president from 
Europe h e W'as returning and Rob­ 
inson sent Mr. Hoov er assurance 
th at h e, too, would be present for 
th e treaty debate. 
Mr. Hoov er w'ent th orough ly ov er 
th e treaty with Republican leaders 
of th e senate at th e presidential 
fish ing lodge 
in th e Blue Ridge 
mountains.

DR. NELSON FOR 
SURVEY PROGRAM

BOONVILLE, Mo.^ Ju ly 
7 .—Dr. 
Arthu r W’’. Nelson, banker, farm er 
and stockman and democratic can- 
riclate for gov ernor six y ears ago, 
today was on record in su pport of 
i.ho Missou ri State Su rv ey Commis- 
sicn’s tax rev ision plan. 
In a letter to the Associated In­ 
du stries of Missou ri, w^hich he re­ 
leased today . Dr. Nelson said: 
“I cannot agree with y ou 
that 
the proposed tax measu res are ‘in­ 
equ itable.’ 
On the contrary , it is 
niy opinion that the present tax es 
are decidedly inequ itable.
